The water district relies on a diverse array of funding sources (Revenues) 


The Santa Clara Valley Water District receives funding from a variety of sources, including treated water, surface/ 
recycled water and groundwater production charges; proceeds from ad valorem property taxes; the Safe, Clean Water 
and Natural Flood Protection Program special parcel tax; benefit assessments; interest earnings; costsharing agreements 
and grants.
